Roestoration of the Apparently Dead to Life.

Lydia Maria Child relates the following
incident in her own family, of the resto-
ration of the apprarenily dead to hfe:

The yellow fever raged fonrfully in
Boston the Inst part of the eightesnth
century., The panic was so uaniversal
that wives forsook their dying hashands,
in soma cases, nnd mothers their chil-
dren, to escape the contagious atmos-
phere of the city, Funeral rites were
generally omitted. The * death earts™
sent into every part of the town, wose so
arranged as to pass through each sireat
every halfhonr. At each house known
to contain a victim of the fever, they
rang u bell, and called, ** Bring out your
dend.”” When the lifeless forms were
brought out they were weapped in tarred
sheets, put into the earis, and carried to
the burial pluce, nupecompanied by rel-
atives. In most instances, in faet, the
relatives ‘had Hed before the first ap-
proach of o fatal diseuse. |

One of my futher's brothers, residing |
in Boston at the time, beeame a vietim'
of the pesiilence. When the first symp-
tomu appeared hiz wife sent the children
into the country and herself remained
to sttend upon him, Her friends warned
her agninst such rashness, They told
her it wonld be death to her, and no ben-
efit to him, for he would soon be too ill
to know who attended upon him. These
arguments made no impression upon her

ectionate heart.  She felt thut it would
be a hife-long satisfaction to her to know
who attended upon him, il he did not.
She accordingly stayed and watched him
with nnremitting care,

This, however, did not avail him. He

w worse and worse, and finally died
hose who went round with the dend
carts had visited the chamber and seen
that the end was near. They now eame
to take the body. His wife refused to
letit go. She told me she never knew
how to account for it, bat, thoogh he was
perfectly cold and rigid, and 10 every
appearance quite dend, there was o pow-
erful impression on ber mind that life
was not extinet.
